You ean quote me sll
vou want as being opposed to the libel on
the pame of temperance 1n prosecuting peo-
ple tor the sale of water and milk on Sun-
day, but you must know that I will permit
no one lo pass from eriticism of my work
into assussination of my personal character;
and I am geing to work in Tacoma cll the
same, invitation or not.”
